In  view  of  tiie  riipitlly  appniacliint;  lime 
when  tlic  co;isiins  tnicie  of  this  cmiiuiy  is 
to  be  icstrictci]  not  only  lo  ilie  jJrnnilian 
flag,  but  10  vessels  m:innc<i  principallv  liy 
Braziliiiiis,  would  it  imi  be  wise  foi'  the 
authorities  to  inaiinuratc  a  policy  which 
will  give  Brazil  sailors  and  ships  enough 
when  the  need  arises?  It  is  f,ir  fiom  suf- 
ficient to  legislate  lliat  only  Brazilian  ves- 
sels and  Brazilian  sailors  can  engage  in  the 
coasting  trade.  The  vessels  can  easily  be 
secured,  for  there  are  many  foreigners  quite 
ready  to  operate  shipping  lines  under  the 
national  Hag,  but  it  will  not  he  so  easy  to 
secure  the  Brazilian  sailor.  Without  good 
and  trustworthy  men,  the  service  will  be 
expensive  and  badly  performed,  the  losses 
will  be  lieavy  and  insurances  will  hequickly 
increased.  The  whole  countiy  will  suffer 
from  such  a  service,  for  it  will  not  only 
mean  difticullies  in  transportation  and  high- 
er prices  for  goods,  but  it  will  also  mean  a 
serious  obstacle  to  the  development  of  the 
country.  The  great  part  of  settled  Brazil 
Hes  along  the  sea-coasi,  hence  cheap  and 
reliable  means  of  sea  transportation  are  essen- 
tial to  its  prosperity.  Itismlact  of  more 
immediate  importance  than  the  construction 
ol  railways  into  the  sparsely-settled  interior. 
Something  should  be  done  therefore  to  im- 
prove and  increase  the  means  of  commun- 
ication along  the  coast,  and  to  induce  the 
Brazilian  youth  to  enter  the  coasUng  trade. 
^^■ilhout  skillful  sailors  the  coastwise  trade 
under  the  Brazilian  liag  will  be  a  lailure. 


So.Mfi  time  ago  we  called  attention  to  the 
importance  of  some  international  tuu- 
vention  in  regard  to  quarantines,  tiie  pur- 
pcse  of  which  should  be  to  sectire  joint 
control  and  iiarmonious  action  among  the 
commercial  nations  of  the  world,  Further 
consideration  of  llic  subject  has  strengthen- 
ed our  opinion  tliat  tiiis  is  the  only  prac- 
ticable and  equitable  method  of  settling 
this  important  question.  A  multiplicity  of 
opinions  in  regard  lo  quarantine  and  a 
score  of  methods  for  enforcing  these  opin- 
ions, are  now  pre)'ing  upon  the  commerce 
of  the  world.  The  prejudice  is  simply  in- 
calculable; it  is  more  than  sufficient  to 
warrant  prompt  relief.  The  advances  made 
by  modern  science  in  sanitary  matters  have 
been  so    rapid  and  effective  that  we  are  no 


l(Ui,L;er  Ihe  lu-lploss  vifiims  of  epidemic 
pbi^ues,  If  we  clioosc  we  can  prolcrt  our- 
selves far  more  effectively  against  au  I'pi- 
tlcinic  by  local  sanllaiy  measures,  as  was 
the  case  in  Knglaud  last  year,  than  through 
the  must  rigivj  of  ipmnnitincs.  That  being 
the  case,  it  is  nianifesily  unjust  for  any 
couuiry  to  impo.se  ilic  quarantine  restrictions 
which  still  e.Kist  in  various  parts  of  the 
world.  And  when  we  call  attention  to  the 
indisputable  fact  that  these  quarantines  are 
tretpienlly  imposed  in  the  interests  of  con- 
tractors and  purveyors,  and  that  they  are 
imposed  by  the  least  reputable  and  most 
ignorant  of  medical  men,  no  further  proof 
can  be  required  of  the  necessity  of 
having  ihcm  totally  aboiisheil.  Kvt-n  at 
their  best,  ihey  rarelj'  serve  the  purpose 
for  which  they  arc  intended,  as  the 
e|)idemics  creep  through  iu  spite  of 
them.  If  the  conditions  are  lavorable  for 
the  lodgment  and  propagation  of  an  epi- 
demic, it  is  very  didicult  to  keep  it  out, 
while,  on  the  contrary,  if  the  conditions  are 
unfavorable,  if  proper  sanitary  precautions 
have  been  observed,  Uien  the  quarantine 
becomes  entirely  unnecessary.  It  Is  not 
our  object,  however,  to  advocate  the  general 
abolition  o(  quarantines.  To  reduce  the 
risks  and  losses  lo  commerce,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  imposition  i)i  restrictions  where 
they  are  entirely  unnecessaiy,  we  hold  that 
the  quarantines  of  all  countries  siioidd  he 
subject  to  common  international  regulaiious 
and"  control,  and  that  every  nation  .should 
he  held  strictly  accountable  for  all  losses 
arising  from  any  improper  (execution  of 
quarantine  regulations.  This  common  ac- 
tion is  waimnied  by  the  simple  fact  ihaltlie 
ocean  is  a  common  highway,  and  that  the 
persons  and  propL'rty  of  citizens  of  all 
nationalities  aie  involved,  (^iminou  aclivui. 
aLso,  will  greatly  assist  llie  nations  ot  the 
woild  in  checking  llie  progress  of  those  epi- 
demics which  arise  in  certain  parts  of  the 
Kast,  It  is  a  subject  lor  the  whole  civil- 
ized woild  to  study  and  solve,  and  not  for 
ihe  spasmodic  and  uiiscientilic  action  of 
eacl:  nation  by  itself.  A  comnum  accord 
in  ihe  matter  of  inqiosing  (piarantines 
would  soon  lead  to  a  conmion  accord  in 
i-eslricting  the  great  scourges  of  hunianily  to 
their  original  sources. 


Tnic  abuses  so  frequently  jiraciised  here 
by  subordinate  officials  in  the  arrest  of 
people  and  in  ihe  imposition  of  lines  for 
allegetl  infractions  of  regulations,  b\e-laws 
and  privileges,  liave  become  burdensome 
enough  to  warrant  a  worti  ot  protest.  Not 
a  day  passes  witluuit  an  instance  of  these 
abuses.  A  score  of  inunici[)al  liscals  are 
cunlinually  prowling  about  the  streets  im- 
liosini;  fnn's  and  collecting  blackmail. 
Every  piddic  ilepariment  has  a  provision  lur 
the  imposition  of  lines  for  petty  offences, 
wbicli  arc  imposed  and  collected  on  (lie 
spot.  Kven  iu  the  postofiice  a  citizen  mav 
not  si)eak  his  mind  freely  to  an  inatienlive 
clerk  without  incurring  a  fine.  The  uni- 
formed classes  are  also  endowed  witli  privi- 
leges of  interference  and  airest  which  fre- 
quently lead  to  abuses  of  the  worst  character, 
as  was  seen  in  the  arrest  a  few  days  ago  of 
two  Englishmen  by  a  common  soldier  ibr 
some  fancied  threat  against  a  little  child. 
The  principle  on  which  these  arrests  and 
fines  are  enforced,  is  radically  wrong  awA 
dangerous,  (or  it  places  an  iircsponsihlc 
power  in  the  hands  of  incompetent  men 
without  the  right  of  appeal.  The  only  s.ite 
course  i.  1  .nsuc  in  such  matters,  is  to 
place  ali  the  authority  for  arrests  and  lines 
in  the  liamis  of  the  courts.  The  police  and 
court  oflicials  alone  shouki  be  invested  with 
tlie  power  of  making  arrests,  and  even  then 
under  restrictions  wliich  will  jjrevent  abuse 
ot  authority.  In  no  case  should  a  soldier, 
or  military  ofliccr,  be  permitted  to  exercise 
such  an  authority  at  his  own  pleiisure  and 
by  virtue  of  any  special  privilege,  and  every 
instance  of  such  an  abuse  of  authoriiv 
should  be  severely  punished.  As  Ibr  ihe 
imposition  of  fines,  the  rule  shouki  be  es- 
tablished that  no  line  can  lie  imjiosed  ex- 
cept upon  a  formal,  written  comjilaint,  and 
by  a  proper  judicial  ofhcer.  It  is  ahsmd  ti 
invest  a  municipal  ii.scal  with  the  power  to 
impose  fines  for  infractions  ol  tminicip.Ll 
orilinances,  for  the  man  cannot  pussibl)' 
exercise  sncli  a  discretionary  power  equit- 
ably and  disinterestedly.  1-le  shouki  be 
required  merely  to  report  such  infraciions, 
leaving  10  the  [iroper  oOicial  above  liim  the 
right  to  determine  whether  tiie  persun 
accused  should  be  cited  to  answer  the 
charge.  In  all  cases  wliere  fines  arc  in- 
volved, whether  in  the  post-office,  custuin- 
house,  or  any  other  public   department,    a 


written  compUini  shouki  ,ilwavs  be  insi.led 
upon  and  a  lnMring  before  a  responsible 
ollicial  should  always  be  granted,  before  aiiv 
fine  is  inqiosed.  The  piililic  cannot  be  left 
10  the  tender  mercies  ol  mere  employes 
nor  suborbinaie  otncia',.-,  Ii  ,s  nut  x^\\\s 
unjust  lo  the  citizen,  1)111  it  is  an  undiL;ni- 
fii;<l  and  demoralizing  cunrse  of  procedure 
nil  the  pan  oi  the  olheiats  concerned,  Siili 
turther,  it  is  a  gro.ss  inliaelion  of  a  man's 
personal  rights  to  inlliL-t  arrest  or  fines  upon 
IiiiH  without  granting  hiiu  liie  fullest  oppor- 
tunity for  defence  and  ap|.eal.  We  trust 
that  some  measures  will  he  iuom|itly  taken 
to  put  ail  s^wA  to  every  one  of  tlie.se  abuses, 
so  inconsistent  witli  republican  institutions 
iiiid  .so  offensive  to  the  best  instincts  of 
modern  civilization.
